article passes from manufacture to jobber ::nd wholesaler and 
retailer and upon each tax the inevitable interest charge until,1 
by the time the article reaches the consumer, u has literally as-i 
sumed the proportions in price of the snowball in its progress 
down hill. All taxes on labor pro'ducts not only increase prices, 
but they discourage production of wealth and in the same de-j 
gree limit the comfort and happiness of the people. 


In the same manner that Mayor Cross showed not only the 


injustice but the inexpediency of taxing i Socks of merchandise, 
c.ould be shown the wrong in taxing any kind of personal prop- 
erty or improvements upon land. 
It all goes back to funda- 


mental principles, to the natural law of economics, the violation 
of which is the root of practically every industrial ill which be- 
sets us today. 


This condition has existed so long that it has perverted thd 


thinking of whole peoples. As an example, we have men in our 
state legislatures and in our national congress, men who pose as 
public leaders, who attribute these troubles to "Overproduc- 
tion!" As if there could be such a thing as overproduction so 
long as there is a single human want ungratified! 


It is an exhibition of crass ignorance to speak of over- 


production when vital statistics .show that both in city and 
country a large percentage of school children arc under-nour- 
ished and under-clothed. It is axiomatic to say that as indi- 
vidual or family income increases tho wants of the individual or 
family increase proportionately. Why. then not lay the blame 
where it belongs and call a spade a spado?

of Ohio will give a prompt response to 
an application of fir.e ground lime- 
stone, according !o soil specialists of 
the Ohio Experiment Station. Tests 
at the station show an increase in the 
yield of wheat ranging from 2 to 9 
bushels for an application of one to 
two tons of limestone per acre. 


That the need for limestone is an 


increasing one is shown by an experi- 
ment on .» tract of the station land at 
Wooste.r which gave an increase of 41 
per cent in yield of wheat for liming in 
1006. 
07 per cent in 1011. lOS per cent 


:n IPlfi. and Ifio per cent in 1021. A 
portion of this tract has never been 
limed, while that portion with which it 
is compared has received an average 
of l'-j tons of limestone every 
five 


years. 


Since there is an average 
annual 


loss of 500 to 7<V> pounds of calcium 
carbonate from the soil. It Is only a 
u;,i:;».- c T ti.iir'. :' v.':::- Mated, until 
the more favored sections of Ohio will 
be calling for limestone. An early re- 
sponse to this call il is believed will 
prevent soil deterioration as well as 
Increase production.
